THE SITUATION AT WASHINGTON. 

The latest from Washington shows that 
the desperate politicians are talking of In- 
DEN or war, and that they are laboring with 
indifferent success to fire the heart of the 
party to take up arms to scare somebody. 
The revolutionary agitators are troubled in 
their efforts by two circumstances,—the one 
that all the better class of Democrats in the 
two Houses won't enthuse to the fighting 
point, and that the other side don’t scare in 
the least. Not a Republican in Congress or 
out of it has hesitateda moment in declar- 
ing that unless it be proved and established 
beyond a doubt that Harzs was not elected 
he must be declared President according to 
the returns made by law. 

It is well for persons who think or believe 
in violence to remember that all such antici- 
pations are premature. In the first place, 
there can be no counting of votes nor 
declarations of results until the 14th of Feb- 
ruary, that being the day fixed by law for 
opening and counting the Electors’ certifi- 
cates. No less than sixty days, there- 
fore, intervene before there can be 
any action in the matter at all. In 
the meantime the Democratic House has ap- 
pointed three committees, one each to visit, 
Louisiana, Florida, and South Carolina; the 
Republican Senate has appointed three com- 
mittees, one for each of the same States. 
These Committees are composed of men of 
both parties, and they visit the headquarters 
of the recent elections clothed with ample 
power to collect all the information and all 
the facts in all these States. These Com- 
mittees have gone to the three States, and 
before this week will be out will be in full 
operation. There will bé little on either 
side having the remotest bearing on the 
question which will not be brought to light 
by ‘these Committees. The reports of the 
‘Committees will not be ready for publica- 
tion before the middle of January. Congress 
will then have a whole month in which to 
digest this testimony, weigh the facts, and 
reach a conclusion. We have not had any 
doubt at any time but that the two Houses of 
Congress would settle this whole business. 
It should never be forgotten that Congress 
has, from as early as 1792, exercised the legis- 
lative power of providing for earrying into 
effect the provisions of the Constitution gov- 
erning the election of President. The Con- 
stitution declares that the Electors shall be 
appointed in such manner as the Legisla 
tures of the States may direct. But Con- 
gress has at all times exercised the power to 
regulate the manner in which the Electors 
shall vote. There is no question that Con- 
gress may now by law provide all that is 
needed for counting the votes, investigating 
the returns, and for deciding upon the 
validity of returns. This is a power neces- 
sarily inherent in Congres:, not in one 
House, but in the two conjointly, as a law- 

body. An get of Congress, there- 
fore, in 1876, will be as efficaciousin the 
matter as was the act of Oongress in 1792, 
passed in the days of Wasumarox. No one 
House of Congress can make a law, and, in 
the absence of any law, then the whole 
business falls back upon the few and simple 
words of the Constitution. All admit that 


ceeded the whole number of persons voting 
for President in all the States down toa 
comparatively late date. 

Now, why could not these million of 
voters in the State of New York have voted 
as intelligently by voting directly for Tu- 
pew and Hum for President as they did for 
Ronmson and Morcax for Governor? In- 
stead of doing this, the old and useless and 
cumbersome machinery of the Electoral Col- 
lege was in operation, and each of the million 
of voters voted for thirty-five other men to 
meet at some future day and vote for Presi- 
dent. Mr. Morton is correct in declaring 
the Electoral College an idle, useless, cum- 
bersome piece of machinery, which has long 
outlived the theory which called it into ex- 
istence. In reforming the system of electing 
President and Vice-President, the whole 
country wil rejoice in the abolish- 
ment of the machinery of the Elect- 
oral College. We do not think it 
advisable, even if it were possible, to take 
from the States the two votes now awarded 
to each of them for Senators. Nor do we 
think the States would ever agree to an 
amendment electing the President by the ag- 
gregate popular vote of the country. The 
distinct i of votes to each State, 
according to thé number of its Representa- 
tives and Senators, must be retained, or the 
amailer States will reject any change in the 
Constitution in this respect. But it is no more 
difficult to award Harm and Warren the 
twenty-one votes of Illinois, upon their re- 
ceiving a majority of the popular vote in the 
State, than it has been to elect twenty-one 
citizens to go to Springfield and there vote for 
Hares and Win. To this day there are 
thousands of voters in all parts of the country 
whe do not comprehend this Electoral ma- 
chinery ; but, of the mass of voters who do 
understand it, the number who approve or 
desire its contintance is very small. Con- 
gress, in making a change in the matter of 
electing President, should make a change 
that will probably last for a long series of 
years. So no more patchwork business 
should be tolerated. In whatever change be 
_made, the Electoral College should be dis- 
pensed with, and the people, who are credit- 
ed with intelligence enough to elect Govern- 
ors and State officers, and members of Con- 
gress, should be assumed to have the capac- 
ity equal to the election of a President and 
Vice-Presiden

DR. LINDERMAN ON SILVER. 

The Secretary of the Treasury recommends 
legislation authorizing the issue of silver 
coins in exchange for the greenbacks of 
small denomination to the amount of 
$80,000,000, and making silver a legal-tender 
to the amount of $10 instead of $5, as it is 
now. Dr. Luna, the Director of the 
Mint, thinks that $100,000,000 of silver 
coins can be used advantageously in this 
country,—-a conclusion which seems to be 
fully warranted by the fact that England, 
with not quite as many peo- 
ple and infinitely closer business 
employs that amount of silver, though gold 
isthe money of coin payment. Dr. LD 
man also agrees that the minor silver coins 
should be made a legal-tender to the amount 
of $10, but recommends further that a large 
portion of the silver issue be coined in trade- 
dollars, and that the latter shall be made 
legal-tender to the amount of $100; and he 
thinks that this would materially assist the 
banks to accumulate coin asa part of their 
reserve, with a view to the necessities of re- 
sumption. 8 

These two suggestions are mainly valuable 
because they are a recognition of the im- 
portant influence which silver may exert in 
the solution of the resumption problem, but 
they go scarcely half way in the right direc- 
tion. The first practical step toward specie- 
resumption is the restoration of the standard 
silver dollar to the coinage. It is singular to 
observe that Dr. Liana objection to 
this is that the silver product of the country 
is not adequate to the demand there would 
be for silver. This is on the assumption that 
the silver dollar would be the exclusive coin 
of payment for national and individual in- 
debtedness. It would undoubtedly be pre- 
ferred at first, since silver is now relatively 
cheaper than gold; but, just as soon as it 
should become apparent that the supply of 
silver is inadequate to its use as the single 
coin of payment, its relative value would in- 
crease until gold and silver would be equal- 
ized, and payments would be made according 
to accidental convenience. Following the 
restoration of the standard silver dollar to ite 
original status should be : 

1. Provision for the free coinage at the

The Bland Silver Bill to Be Voted 
Onin the House To-Day. 


IMPORTANT DECISION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasninoton, D. C., Dee. 12.—The Secretary 
of the Interior has made an adverse decision 
relative to the claim of John Kimper, of the St. 
Cloud District, Minn., to enter a homstead upon 
the lands within the six-mile limits of the 
grant for the St. Paul & Pacific Railroad, 
Brainard Branch. The decision is a very lengthy 
one, aud rewiews the ehtire legislation on the 
subject. The Secretary decides that the Com- 
pany never complied with the requirements of 
the section of their enabling act, and, therefore, 
obtained no extension of time; that 
the act was never operative as to 
the Company, and. conferred no rights 
upon the settlers. The Secretary says had the 
Company complied with the terms of the act it 
would have been a forfeiture of such lands as 
had Been actually settled upon, and the rights 
ot their settlers and grantees could have been 
protected, but the Company not having accept- 
ed or complied with the conditions of the act, 


the Secretary is of the opinion that it is not op- 
erative for any purpose, and therefore denics 
Kimper’s tions and all similar applica- 
tions made ander the act of June. 22, 1874, till 
further legislation is had to declare forfeiture 
of the rights of the Company to the land includ- 
ed in this grant to the United States. This de- 
cision covers very large interests in Minnesota.
